The New York Bulletin prints returns 


from all the chief wheat growing States 
in the country.

To illustrate: A 
car-load of freight froai New York to 
San Francisco costs $300; from New 
York to Winnemucca, in Nevada, il 
costs $600. 
Yet Winnemucca is 5UO 


miles nearer to New York, oa the line 
of the road, than Sau Francisco is. The 
people of Nevada want to throw off this 
yoke. If thuy h.id any other line to 
patronize, tbe Central Pacific would 
utvsr get a dollar of their money. 
Therefore, as a State officer of Nevada 


nd a property-holder there, he had 
come to Stockton to make certain rep- 
resentations to the people here which 
he thought was as muou to their advan- 
tage as to the advantage of Nevada or 
anybody in it. Although he was a sur- 
veyor aud rivil eugmecr, it must not be 
interred that he might want a job to 
survey some new line.

Nor did he come to Stockton to ask

oughly hauled over the coals. He dwelt 
upon the important fact that the people 
of Nevada are everlastingly down on 
the Central Pacific Bttilroad, and would 
not patronize it a dollar's worth it there 
was any other line for them to travel or 
receive their freight by. 


Judge Buckley said it looked to him 


as though there was something in the 
proposition which was worth consider- 
ing, bat it would take time to think 
about it. It might be that a bonanza 
was lying at the feet of the people of 
Stockton, to secure which they would 
only have to stoop down and pick it up. 


8. W. Sperry thought it would beuea- 


essury to build say tun miles of the road 
before money would be advanced on a 
mortgage. That was the usual way of 
doing. If that much was built, the 
money to complete the line conld be 
easily obtained. The people of Nevada 
were building these roads over stretches 
of waste country and it would be strange 
if a good opportunity should be pre- 
sented down here, and lost. The trade 
ffhiuu would flow to one of those roads 
hence into the Sierra Nevada Mountains 
would be far greater than anything to be 
secured over the same length of rails in 
Nevada.

A PAYING THINO. 


Mr. Saulsell thought a narrow-gauge 


road from the valley into the Sierras 
almost anywhere would be a paying in- 
stitution. Such a road must penetrate 
the mountains sooner or later.
